Compatriots: . : 

Our Iraqi people and the Arab peoples in 911 their 
countries, upheld by meny liberel peoples, sre unsnimously 
agreed thet the question of Palestine is » question of national 
liberation, » question of a people who want to rid themselves 
end their country of imperislist sggression in order to live 
free in their home, the home of their fathers end grandfathers. 

The struggle of the Arab people of Pslestine for its 
freedom and life is a struggle sgsinst the usurpers of these 
freedoms snd plotters sgsinst its life, agesinst the Government 
of Great Britain, the msndatory power and holder of its 
administration snd the inventor of Zionism end its schemes snd 
dresems, sgsinst the Government of the United States which 
unreservedly supports the mandate and Zionism by reason of 
common imperialistic interests, snd sgainst Zionism, the 
invention of the imperialists and their subservient tool for 
the execution of the schemes end the protection of imperislist 
interests directed against arab interests and Arab liberation 
movements, in perticuler, snd sgainst the liberation movement 
in this importsnt part of the world. 

The arsb people in Palestine, in its liberstion struggle 
ageinst imperialism end its tool, Zionism, is fighting for the

They slso went 
the discarding of the traditional policy pursued by Arab 
Governments, » policy besed on goodwill of the memy which 
encouraged the latter to undertake repested aggressions and 
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assisted him to handcuff the hands of the Arabs sand presented 
them to render necessary support by various means of procrastinatim 

The membership of the Governments of Great Britain snd the 
United States in the U.N.O. and their participation in the war 
of liberty loving peoples against Nazism send Fascism do not alter 
their imperialistic characteristics which dictates to them their 
eggressive policy sgsinst the people of Palestine, the Arab 
peoples, and other weakened peoples. After this war, Anglo- 
American imperialism proved thet it wants to complete what 
Nazism-Fascism failed to ensure in the dominetion of the world 
and peoples. This smbition on the part of imperislism is 
evident practically in rushing medly upon merkets, monopolies 
end zones of influence, the construction of war bases wherever 
possible, sggression upon rising peoples who sre seeking free 
and prosperous life, the consolidation of retrogression snd 
traitors everywhere send their employment to engineer retrogressive 
plots snd to sbandon democratic liberation moverents. Therefore, 
every policy based on goodwill in the imperislist snd intended
